Don't visit Virginia Sardi's art exhibition on an empty stomach. Her work might have you taking a bite out of a T-shirt 
or a pair of briefs. 

Sardi is a fiber artist whose themes revolve around food. Her current exhibition at the Barlow & Straker gallery in 
Phoenix simulates a marketplace where bundles of fabric slathered in barbecue sauce resemble a butcher counter, 
surgical gauze dyed in ketchup and wine look like chicken parts, and casings of nylon hose stuffed with cloth suggest 
strings of sausages and salamis. . . 

. . . Sardi's master's thesis was an installation titled "Cravings," displayed recently at ASU's Harry Wood Gallery. The 
exhibit included the butcher counter, which sent up waves of barbecue aroma as visitors walked through the door; 
Jockey briefs coated with caramelized sugar; hundreds of rolls of socks dipped in wax to look like bonbons and 
cinnamon rolls; the hanging wall of "sausages"; the chicken parts; a wall of fabric bundles dipped in caramelized sugar 
and chocolate. . .
